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A MESSAGE FROM THE STATE HEALTH IT COORDINATOR

Greetings from the Kentucky Health Information Exchange! KHIE, in collaboration
with KY providers, key stakeholders, including the regional extension centers, the
QIO (Health Care Excel), and the KY Medicaid EHR Incentive team, organized collec-
tive comments and proposed recommendations for the CMS Notice of Proposed
Rule-Making (NPRM) and submitted those comments on July 14, 2014. As | stated
last month, although the NPRM was published with great interest, | would like to

emphasize the uncertainty around the NPRM. | advise all of the providers across the state to continue mov-
ing forward with their Meaningful Use goals and attestation deadlines. Again, | encourage all to publically
comment on the NPRM and participate in the national discussion around Meaningful Use. For more infor-
mation please visit the Centers for Medicare & Medicaid Services, and contact your local regional extension
center for MU guidance. Comments must be received by July 21, 2014 to be considered.

KHIE has great news to share! Asyou know our team partnered with the Department for Public Health and
Division of Medicaid Services last year on the Governor’s directive regarding overutilization of emergency
departments across the state—the KY ER SMART initiative. Sixteen communities were selected to pilot the
program, one of the criteria was that the local community hospital was participating in KHIE, with at least
an Admit, Discharge, or Transfer (ADT) feed. Pilots were strongly encouraged to begin utilizing the KHIE
Community Record (Virtual Health Record) in the ER to help identify super-utilizer patients, to improve care
coordination and communication amongst the ‘community of care network.” To further facilitate this work
KHIE has been developing clinical reminders and alerts to assist in identifying and managing these individu-
als. The first set of clinical alerts will be available in the KHIE Community Record, starting on July 26,
2014! More information will be distributed soon regarding this release.

The next set of alerts are being developed and will be designed to ‘push’ out to the clinician to alert the
care community that a super-utilizer patient has presented to the ER, been admitted to the hospital and /or

discharged.

This will help to avoid delays in processing your
attestation, as well as avoiding any Medicare penalties!
